“When shopping see that the 
clerk serving you has a union 
button or a paid-up working card,” 
was the request made today by 
John Philpott, representing the De- 
partment and Specialty Store Em- 
ployes’ Union, Local No. 1265. 

“Several downtown department 
stores do not employ union clerks,” 
Philpott said. “These stores,” he 
continued, “do not deserve the 
patronage of organized labor or 
their friends.” 

During the past week, the clerks, 
in circular form, notified the pub- 
lic that the J. C. Penney company 
store in Oakland is non-union. This 
firm employs non-union clerks, the 
circular stated. 

“In order to make our organ- 
izational campaign effective,” | 
Philpott said, “the department | 
store clerks are making a | 
special appeal to all workers to | 
support us in our organiza | 
tional drive and ask for the | 
union button from all clerks 
when buying.” 

In their drive against the J. C.| 
Penney company store, the retail | 
clerks made the following com- 
parison: 


“If a home is built with 
lumber bearing the union label 
and employing non-union car- 
penters, that home is NOT a 
union home. So is the case 
with certain department stores. 
These stores sell union labeled 
goods but employ non-union 
clerks.

Governor Culbert L. Olson today 
disclosed that 40,000 homes for war 
industry workers in California will 
be erected under the war produc- 
tion board’s program to erect 
350,000 dwellings to relieve an acute 
housing shortage.

That the employers seem to be 
more interested in fighting labor 
than in helping to win the war 
was indicated again when repre- 
sentatives of management failed to 
show up at a meeting of the labor- 
management committee called by 
the war production board for last 


‘Tuesday at the Western Merchan- 


dise Mart, in San Francisco, for 
their joint suggestions on how to 
increase war production. 


This important meeting was 
fully attended by representatives 
of labor, who demonstrated their 
interest and appreciation of the 
need of this work by placing it at 
the top of their agenda. No other 
meeting or engagement could have 
been given preference by the em- 
ployers if they had at heart the 
solution of this vexing problem, 
and no one with any experience or 
knowledge of the yravity of this 
question can deny the valuable 
contributions labor can make. 

The war production board has 
scheduled a series of these regional 
conferences to explain in detail 
the aims of the nationwide produc- 
tion drive and methods for the set- 
ting up of joint labor-management 
committees in war plants as a 
central part of this campaign. 

Labor was ready to do its part 
and eager for the chance. The em- 


ployers were conspicuous by their 
absence. This is another fact that 
sharply contradicts the propaganda 
that is being widely distributed to 
smear labor as not being cooper- 
ative with the war plans of the 
government, Let us hope the em- 
ployers will follow labor’s example.

FOOD COSTS HIKED 
25 PER CENT SINCE 
START OF WAR 


When the housewife goes to 
market these days, her dollar has 
only three-fourths of the buying 
power it had when the European 
war broke out, the department of 
labor disclosed recently. Of the 
25 per cent increase, 19 per cent 
was recorded in the last year. 

That’s bad enough, but there’s 
more of the same. There hasn't 
been a week in more than a year 
when prices have not edged up. 
Living costs in February were one- 
half of 1 per cent higher than in 
January, but the gain in food 
prices was greater than this over- 
all average. 

The tragedy of the situation is 
that the brunt of high prices has 
fallen on foods that make up the 
bulk of the average family diet — 
pork, lard, potatoes, sugar, bread, 
milk and canned goods.

A 20 per cent increase in maxi- 
mum unemployment insurance pay- 


;ments, with liberalization of the|&

legislature by Governor Lehman. 
In a message inspired by the
